“A SUMMER RESIDENCE FOR THE MAYOR OF A 
METROPOLIS” 


A large city has obtained the concession of a shore 
plot in a suburban State Park for the construction of 
an official summer residence for its chief executive. 
During the recess session of the City Boards, it is pro- 
posed that the Mayor transact there not only his rou- 
tine business but also the social requisites of his office. 
The site is within easy commuting distance of the city 
in case of emergencies by speed boat, seaplane, or more 
deviously by motor. 

The elements of the problem consist of: 

A. The residence group, which shall include, 


1. An adminstrative section consisting of a vestibule, 
a reception room, three private offices and de- 
pendencies. 


2. A section for receptions with special entry, ball- 
room, banquet hall, and necessary service and de- 
pendencies for about a hundred guests. 


3. The private living quarters of the Mayor and 
family, including hall and stairway, living room, 
library, dining room, services, and dependencies 
on the first floor. 

The second floor will provide for eight master 

bedrooms for the Mayor’s family and guests, but 

no provision is to be made for the housing of the 

Mayor’s personnel who are to reside beyond the 

bounds of this property. 

The servants will be housed on the third floor. 
B. A garage for ten cars with chauffeurs’ quarters 

above. 

A boat landing, seaplane runway, and bath house. 

The entire site shall be suitably developed for the 

efficient transaction of the City’s business, the pri- 

vacy and recreation of the Mayor’s family, and 
the occasional use of a part of the grounds for open 
air receptions. 
The property is a square 500 feet on a side, and 
slopes gradually up from the shore to a plateau twenty 
feet above the water. Land access to the property may 
be had by road on any of the remaining three sides.

It is proposed to erect a bridge of two equal spans, 
connecting the shores of a waterway linking two lakes 
in a public park.
